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Asstract. The tribe Ctenicerini is distributed in Holarctic, Oriens, Australia 
and Africa. Ludius (Calosirus) purpureus subsp. incostatus (Pic, 1905a) [7 Anostirus 
incostatus (Pic, 1905a)], A. purpureus subsp. teheranus Binaoni, 1940a (= A. teheranus 
Binaoui, 19402) and Neopristilophus yakuanus Kan, 1982 are raised to species rank. The 
following new synonyms are proposed: Corymbitodes ferruginipennis (Lewis, 1894) (= 
Selatosomus nikkoensis [Jaconson, 1905 - 1916 (1913)] and Anostirus sulphuripennis 
(Germar, 1843) (= A. sulphuripennis subsp. penninus Binaoui, 19402). The following new 
combinations are proposed: Corymbitodes ferruginipennis (Lewis, 1894), Poemnites 
longiantennus (Vars et Cnaunan, 1992), Metanomus badrinathensis (Vars et CHAUHAN, 
1992), Prosteron fallax (Say, 1836), P. semilutea (Leconte, 1853), P. mirabilis (Fal, 
1901), Neopristilophus amaurus (Canveze, 1863), N. attenuatus (Boneman, 1851),

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I. INTRODUCTION 


The tribe Ctenicerini FLEUTIAUX, 1936, of the subfamily Athoinae, is one the 
most speciose taxa of elaterid beetles in the world fauna. It is a well-defined group in 
the family Elateridae and was first distinguished based on imaginal stages 
(Corymbitites CAnDèzE, 1863; Ctenicerinae Freurıaux, 1936); the distinct character 
of the group was later confirmed also by the studies on larval stages (Ludiina 
Hystop, 1917; Corymbitini - Ctenicerini Dom, 1964, 1978). The placement of the 
tribe in the family classification system, before employing larval characters, was 
variously treated by different authors. At present, according to classifications which 
took into account larval characters (Hvstoe 1917; GLEN 1950; Osma 1962; Dom 
1964, 1978) and those constructed based on imaginal characters, such as the 
structure of thoracal body parts (Gur’veva 1974) and hind wing venation (DoLın 
1975) the group is closest related to the tribe Athoini CANDÈZE, 1859. 

At present the contents of the tribe is sufficiently well-defined, it should only be 
considered if several tropical genera should be included. The geographic distribu- 
tion of the tropical Ctenicerini can be judged only roughly, since until reecntly the 
tribe limits or criteria for distinguishing genera have remained nonexistent. Accord- 
ing to ScHENKLING’s (1927) catalogue and Freuraux's (1929, 1936, 1942), VAN 
ZWALUWENBURG'S (1951, 1959, 1966) and Nrnporss's (1957, 1958, 1959, 1960, 1962) 
later papers, tropical species are very numerous in the Ethiopian (S Africa, Mada- 
gascar) and Oriental Regions, as well as in the Australian Region. Eight genera with 
c. 90 species (position of 5 genera of the tribe requires confirmation) have been 
recorded from the first two regions, while the last region harbours 13 genera and c. 
100 species (except the genus Hapatesus CANDÈZE, 1863 the remaining ones should 
be revised); this pertains also to a part of members of the genera Poemnites Buysson, 
1894 and Neopristilophus Buysson, 1894. 

The division of the tribe Ctenicerini into genera is at present one of least studied 
aspects of the systematics of the Elateridae. The sysetmatics of Nearctic Ctenicerini 
is the poorest studied. American authors include practically all species in one genus 
Ctenicera LATREILLE, 1829 (= Ludius EscHoLtz, 1829 = Corymbites LATREILLE, 1829) 
(Leconte 1853; Van Dyke 1932; Brown 1935, 1935a, 1935b, 1936, 1936a, 1936b, 
1936c, 1939; Gren 1950; AnwETT 1963). Based on imaginal characters, most 
Nearctic members (but not all) of the genus Ctenicera were divided into species 
groups (BRow 1935, 1935a, 1935b, 1936, 1936a, 1936b, 1936c, 1939), later 
confirmed by studies on larval materials (GLEN 1950). However, because not all 
species were considered, the groups were assigned no taxonomic status. Because of 
the collective character of the genus Ctenicera LATREILLE, 1829 in the American 
literature it was treated not as a natural proper genus, but as a rather heterogenous 
group of species whose proper genera were unknown (Brown 1935). This view has 
persisted almost till the present. First attempts at assigning at least a part of 
American species to genera were made by Gur’ YEvA (1989), Tarnawsxi (1995) and 
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are continued in the present paper. American authors (MATHIEU 1961; ARNETT 1963) 
list 7 genera of the Ctenicerini in the fauna of North America (Melanactes LECONTE, 
1853, Pseudomelanactes Matieu, 1901, Perissarthron HysLop, 1917, Bladus 
Leconte, 1861. Paraoedostethus Van Des, 1932, Eanus Leconte, 1861, Ctenicera 
LATREILLE, 1829), the main part of the species (146 for the US fauna only) being 
included in the collective genus “Ctenicera” which requires a revision. The Ameri- 
can collective genus “Ctenicera” includes members of Palaearctic genera Actenicerus 
KIESENWETTER, 1858; Corymbitoides Buysson, 1904; Ctenicera LATREILLE, 1829; 
Liotrichus subgen. Acteniceromorphus Kisuu, 1955; Mosotalesus subgen. Setasomus 
Gur’vEva, 1985; Neopristilophus Buysson, 1894; Prosternon LATREILLE, 1834; 
Selatosomus subgen.: Pristilophus LATREILLE, 1834, s. str. STEPHENS, 1930 and an 
endemic Nearctic Hadromorphus MotscHutsky, 1859. Ctenicera divaricata (LECONTE, 
1853) is a member of a new endemic Nearctic genus, probably not monotypic and at 
present included in the American collective “Ctenicera”. The Nearctic fauna of the 
Ctenicerini is closely related to the Palaearctic fauna. This is most clearly seen in the 
fauna of the eastern edges of the Palaearctic (Gur”YEva 1989; TARNAWSKI 1995). 

The case of the Palaearctic Crenicerini is different. The genus Ctenicera 
LATREILLE, 1829 (= Corymbites LATREILLE, 1829) was split into numerous genera and 
subgenera (STEPHENS 1829, 1830; LATREILLE 1834; LACORDAIRE 1857; KIESENWETTER 
1858; Thomson 1859, 1864; STIERLIN 1886; Buysson 1887, 1894, 1904; Miwa 1934), 
later further subdivided (Brvacur 1940a: Kısun 1955, 1966, 1977; DoLm 1964, 1982; 
Örıra 1966; Doux and KURCHEVA 1975; Gur’veva 1985). During all the history of 
studies on the group, the status of these taxa (genus-subgenus) and their mutual 
relationships were variously treated by different authors. The chaos was additionally 
increased by synonyms. Because new genera and subgenera were distinguished only 
when studying regional faunas, a considerable number of species included in 
ScHENKLING’s (1925, 1927) catalogue and described after its publication was in- 
cluded in one or another genus, based on single and formally interpreted characters. 
In the Palaearctic, larvae of most supraspecific taxa were known, nonetheless till 
Gur’vEva’s (1989) paper there were no sufficiently complete and uniform descrip- 
tions of both larvae and imagines. Based on all the taxonomic characters mentioned 
in Gur’veva’s (1989) paper, and considering the fact that the structural characters 
vary within each sepcies group regarded as a taxon, it was decided to distinguish 20 
genera of the tribe Ctenicerini in the Palaearctic fauna. In some genera species 
groups were distinguished based on both imaginal and larval characters; such 
groups were given subgeneric status. 

According to the criteria accepted for dsitinguishing supraspecific taxa, several 
new genera and subgenera can be recognized within the Nearctic Ctenicerini which, 
however, was not accomplished because of the scarcity of American materials. It is 
known, nonetheless, that the richest fauna of Ctenicerini is the Holarctic one: 20 
genera with c. 200 species are known from the Palaearctic and probably as many 
occur in the Nearctic. 
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Since the publication of ScHENKLING’s (1927) catalogue many new taxa have 
been described and an array of papers published, dealing with the systematcs of the 
tribe. Gur’vEva’s (1989) paper on the Palaearctic species is especially important, as 
well as revisions of some genera (Gur’YEVA 1984a, 1985, 1986, 1988; TARNAWSKI 
1995). 

In this catalogue taxonomic data are given for 20 genera of the tribe Ctenicerini 
occurring in the Palaearctic, Nearctic, Oriental, Ethiopian and Australian Regions. 
For all the species of the genera distribution and known synonymies are provided. 
Only a part of tropical and American species of the genera of unclear taxonomic 
status, requiring a revision, has been omitted from the catalogue. The taxonomic 
arrangement of the tribe has been based on the most recent data.
